Non-violent element resigns as militants take control

Have you ever had the notion of what it 
would be like to lay a fresh slab of 
cement, step back and admire your handi- 
work and then have someone come by and 
step al over it? First you get a feeling 
of despair in the pit of your stomach which 
is quickly surpassed by a surge of intense 
outrage at the destruction of all you 
accomplished. Next you are engulfed with 
a feeling of frustration which can only be 
replaced with a rationale which says 
something to the effect, “‘Well it’s out of 
my hands now.” hat is a rather rough 
analogy of what took place last night 
between factions in the strike committee. 
What took place at Alice’s Restaurant 
was summarizedas “‘everything the move- 
ment is not supposed to be." A week 
and one half of building a non-violent 
movement was cast aside for the more 
militant point of view. lt seems that 
the strike has moved into a new phase 
and ensuing actions will determine the 
value of its new direction 


The split came between member's of the

‘But to continue support of the strike 
itself we believe will do little more than 
offer an apparent legitimization for the 
activities of those who inour estimate have 
lost sight of the original goals of the 
strike — primary of which » as the main- 
tenance of a non-violent atmosphere.”

Academic freedom 
applies to all factions 


Protesting students who are mouthing freedom to re- 
ject their regularly scheduled curriculum in favor of a 
more relevant education would do well to remember that 
academic freedom also is a right of those who wish to 
ccuiinue with their normal course-work now in progress. 

Now the students, departments, Academic Senate, and 
administration struggle to work out equitable alternatives 
which can accommodate all factions.

The peace movement 


is doomed to failure

The so-called “‘peace’’ movement has proven itself to be a breeding 
ground for violence, hatreds, and frustrations. One thing that it hasn't 
produced much of is peace, cither here or abroad. The violence which 
has resulted from activities of the ‘‘peace’’ movement (hereafter re- 
ferred to as the piece movement) has either been initiated by the 
demonstrators themselves or has been the result of provocations by 
them. 

The overall results of the ‘‘movement’’ have been a failure from 
the expressed viewpoint of its partisans. For every person who has 
moved leftward because of the movement, there have probably been 
several who have moved rightward. This is evidenced by the rising 
popularity of increasingly harsh measures against those in the piece 
movement. The protesters try to cover this fact up by continually 
referring to the conflict in Southeast Asia as an “‘unpopular war”’ 
knowing full weil that the majority of Americans would not tolerate 
a Viet Cong victory ia Vietnam. Swre, there is the war weariness 
which resulted from Lyndon Johnson’s no-win policy in Vietnam which 
had the eventual result of wrecking Johnson's political career. 

Of course, the piece movement partisans try to obscure that fact 
too by stating that Johnson promised ‘‘peace"’ but delivered Goldwater's 
policy. This is a blatant misrepresentation of what happened since '64. 
The keyword of Johnson’s campaign in '64 was moderation. He com- 
mitted himself to the politics of consensus by avoiding extremes and 
steering a middie course. This is precisely what he has done about 
Vietnam. On one cxireme there are those who advocated victory 
(Goldwater’s policy), anc on the other extreme were those who wanted 
defeat. Lyndon Johnson, true to form, took the middle way, which is a 
prolonged stalemate. Those who favored this policy denounced the 
hawks as irresponsible, saber rattiers, trigger-happy, etc. Most of 
these individuals have since then polarized leftward, and their voices 
can be heard among the chorus that Johnson promised peace but 
adopted Goldwater's policy. 

Mowever they might attempt to distort things, the piece movement 
has failed to achieve its proclaimed goals, and they are quite aware 
of it. Hence, the growing frustration within the ranks of the movement. 
They say that the system isn’t responding which is true since it is 
responding to the majority which is heading rightwards. One would 
think that after five or six years, they'd give up and try something 
else, unless they are actually satisfied with the results: ‘he violence, 
hatreds, frustrations, polarization of opinion, ¢'c. 

That this is the actual aim of the leaders of u.. piece movement 
has »een pointed oui many times before. It has b~en the h.rd-core 
revolutionary left who has spearheaded the piece movement. They 
are usually in the forefront in organizing demonstrations and once 
they get started, they are the ones trying to raise people's emuiions 
to ‘a fever pitch with inflammatory and belligerent speeches. Of 
course, liberal speeches also tend to get emotional i a gushy and 
nauseating way But it is the revolutionaries who add that menacing 
edge to their rhetoric 

Moreover, the revolutionaries are the ones who 
rocks, bricks, bombs, etc., setting fircs, going 
name it, anything to get a riot going. They see thems: 
the “world revolution” in league with revolutionary

The injustices of an Asian war 
cannot justify a resort to coercive 
and repressive measures by any 
factions in a democratic society, 
however justifiable their goals. 

I am opposed to the efforts of 
those who would close this campus 
to “business as usual” againstthe present stand in Asia. 
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opposed to the continuation of the 
“student strike’’ as a futile and, 
indeed, incestuous <xercise in 
political immaturity. 

We are courting disaster both on 
this campus and at other striking 
universities around the country 
by concentrating antimilitary and 
antiwar forces on college cam- 
puses.

country. They are out to destroy this society and replace it with one 
modeled after other revolutionary totalitarian regimes like North 
Vietnam. Cuba, Algeria, etc. which they openly admire so much. They 
see a Viet Cong victory as an aid to their own cause in this country. 
As the faculty advisor to the Vietnam Day Committee in Berkeley back 
in 1965 stated ** _ we want the Viet Cong to defeat the United States 
for international reasons. if the U.S. is defeated in Southeast Asia, 
this will help break the American power elsewhere in the world. This 
would give new impetus to revolutionary social changes in such places 
as Africa and Latin America, and if surrounded by revolutionary 
change, it will in turn make it easier to achieve radical social change 
in the United States.” 

In terms of actual numbers, the new left revolutionaries are not a 
large group. You could probably stick all of the hairy new lefties in 
this country in Dodger Stadium and still have plenty of room for more. 
Most of the participants in the piece movement therefore consist of 
liberals and pacifists who, if ieft entirely to themselves, would demon- 
strate only infrequently, those demonstrations being, for the most part, 
social affairs They tend to be absorbed in their studies, jobs, and 
other aspects of their own personal lives and thus are not prone to 
devoting too much time to political activities, except, perhaps, at 
election time Those on the new left are, in varying degrees, quite 
willing to work full time fortheir cause. They can at just about anytime 
be found trying to organize for some particular project. They constantly 
stand ready to turn any particular grievance into a crime against 
humanity. Mark Rudd of SDS (otherwise known as the Sandbox Dictator 
Society) speaking about the crises at Columbia over the gym issue 
stated, *“‘We manufactured the issues at Columbia. The Institute for 
Defense Analysis is nothing. Just three professors. And the gym issue 
is bull. It doesn’t mean anything to anybody.”’ 

It has often been remarked by both friend and foe of the movement 
that those on the new left have shown great courage and capacity for 
self-sacrifice for their goals. It should be noted, however, thai in the 
past, those who’ve shown themselves to be willing to offer their bods 
to be burned for a particular cause, have been just as willing to offer 
a million other bodies to be burned forthe same cause. This, I believe, 
is the essence of the ultimate goal of the new left in pushing the prece 
movement. This process has been referred to as ‘‘radicalization.” 
That is where hairy new Icfties, afier gettinga crowd consisting mostiy 
of moderates together, try to provoke police violence upon them. Be- 
cause detached reflection is virtually impossible while one is clubbed 
over the head (or being shot at, for that matter), it Is hoped by the 
revolutionaries that the perspective of the moderates, who have been 
subject to that ort of treatment long enough, will become as demented 
as theirs is. In other words, the whole aim of the piece movement is to 
get liberals and moderates beat up hoping that they will be converted 
into revolutionaries. 

Liberals seem to be quite aware of all this. I constantly hear them 
speaking of the necessity of avoiding violence during demonstrations, of 
the counter-productiveness of new left methods. 1 even hear them 
occasionally denouncing hairy new lefties as “crazies,” etc. Ome guy 
even wrote an article for the Bee stating that liberals should stand up 
to the new left. Yet when there isa demonstration where there are a 
significant number of hard-core revolutionaries present, the liberai

‘The Royal Hunt of the Sun,”’ 
by Peter Shaffer, opening on May 
8 in the Sacramento Theater, will 
be the final spring show for the Sac - 
ramento State College Department 
of Theatre Arts. Director Paul 
R. Waldo is using the concept of 
**Total Theatre,” a theory origina- 
ted by Antoninine Artaud in the 
1940's. He believes that the less 
he puts on stage inthe way of scenic 
elements, the more the audience 
will become involved with the use 
of their imaginations.

College veterans must return 
their certification of attendance 
cards during the iast full month 
of every enrollment period, Gordon 
R. Elliott, Manager of VA's North- 
ern California Regional Office, 
announced recently. 


VA computers are programmed 
to prepare the final check this 
spring for the 1969-70 school year 
only after the certification of at- 
tendance card has been received, 


If the card is not returned 
at the end of the current semes- 
ter, the student cannot be auto- 
matically enrolled under the G.L 
Bill next fall 


Veterans who plan to change 
schools for the summer term only 
should apply through the Veterans 
Clerk at the parent school. The 
veteran student should indicate on 
the application form and on the 
card that he intends to return to 
the parent school in the fall 

College registrars also have 
a role to play. They must prompt- 
lv return the veteran's enroliment 
certification to the VA so the 
veteran may start receiving his 
checks on schedule the next 
semester he ‘s in school 


Failure to complete and return 
the certification card will auto- 
matically stop all future payments 
to the veteran, serviceman oF 
dependent 

Everyone attending school 
under a VA program has the re- 
sponsibility of keeping the VA 
informed as to whether there has 
been a change in the number of 
dependents, or in his enroliment 
program.

participants invariably allow themselves to be carried away by the 
emotional frenzy of the new left, and they themselves will end up 
committing i!legal acts, and participating in the ensuing violence. 
When the chips are down, most of the liberal partisans of the piece 
movement can be expected to side with the new left 


As of this writing, the anti-war movement at Sac State seems to be 
operating more or less peacefully. They have taken great pains to 
ensure that a confrontation is avoided. Commendable as their efforts 
were, I believe that the main reason for the relative calm at Sac State 
is that there isn’t a significant number of hard-core revolutionaries 
on campus. There are a lot of hairy liberals around, some of whom 
think they’re new lefties, but not too many hairy new lefties. The 
actua) willingness of militants to engage in destructive acts in a par- 
ticular area seems to be a function of the number of them that are 
around. When there is a large crowd of them together at one time, it 
is usually a matter of time before some sort of violence erupts. They 
either start throwing rocks at cops or when there aren't any around, 
at any buildings which are within throwing distance. Otherwise, as 
at Sac State, they settle for screaming at the top of their lungs, and 
committing minor disruptive acts, like shoving certain stacks of 
books around in the SSC library, or making vague threats of possible 
violence at an Academic Senate meeting if the Senate doesn’t vote to 
close classes. Also, a group of so far unidentified individuals smashed 
the glass doors and windows at the back of the administration building. 
They tried to smash the library doors, but the glass was too thick. 
Now the strikers want to continue the strike, so the show isn’t ove” 
yet. 


Maybe the liberal and moderate components of the piece movement 
will decide to get smart one of these years, and dump the new left 
element from the movement, in which case their efforts will progress 
from a counter-productive enterprise to an exercise in futility, which 
for them would be real progress. However, this appears to be highly 
unlikely, which of course, doesn’t alarm me.

Recently the interest in the 
supernatural and the desire to 
communicate with the dead has 
become great. The desire to know 
the future, the desire to discover 
the real meaning in life and the 
desire to make the belief in life 
after death a fact are reasons often 
given to explain the sudden burst 
of interest in spiritualism 

Modern spiritualism began in 
America in 1848 in a small town 
in New York. Twogiris, Catherine 
and Margaret Fox, were playing 
when suddenly Catherine cried 
out, “‘Listen, Mother. One, two, 
three."’ From some place there 
came three raps, each distinctly 


heard Then she heid up four 
fingers and asked ‘‘How many 
fingers”’’ The distinct sound of 


four raps was heard. ‘‘Mother,” 
the girl cried, ‘they see as well 
as hear.”’ 

According to the story, the 
spirit of a man murdered in the 
house had returned and demon- 
strated his presence by rapping in 
answer to questions by the two 
answer to questions by the two 
giris. The story spread and people 
from all over the country came to 
see this remarkable demonstra- 
tion. For the next 40 years the 
Fox sisters traveled throughout 
the world and were examined by 
leading doctors, scientists and 
preachers. The mysterious rap- 
pings followed them and no trick- 
ery was ever discovered. 

In 1888, the girls admitted that 
it was all a fraud and hoax. They 
had caused the raps by developing 
the ability to crack the joints in 
their big toes in much the same 
way one can crack the joints in 
their fingers or wrists. In the 
quiet darkness of the seance room 
where a wooden floor could be used 
as a sounding board these raps 
were audible. 

On Sepi ember 24, 1888, a con- 
fession by Margaret Fox appeared 
in the New York Herald. Among 
other things, it said, ‘‘As far as 
spirits were concerned, neither my 
sister nor 1 thought about it. I 
knew there was no such thing as

War bad for business, not 
good, B of A chairman says 


‘To the extent that it can be 
shown that war in general is not 
good for economic progress, then 
it should be equally obvious that 
war in general is not good for 
business,’’ so said Louis B. Lund- 
borg, Chairman of the Board of 
the Bank of America Corporation. 
In a testimony before the U.S. 
Senate Subcommittee on Foreign 
Relations, given on April 15, also 
known as Moratorium Day, Lund- 
borg declared, ““War is, as we 
say in business, a low yield opera- 
tion.”” 

Scripts of Lundborg’s testi- 
mony, 13 pages long, were given 
to major wire services to pub- 
licize the Bank of America’s 
position on the war. 

Using a list provided by a peace 
group (he didn’t specify which one) 
listing the top ten war profiteers, 
he contended, ‘“The top ten firms 
for which we had data had a 
patterns of profits after taxes per 
dollar of sales quite similar to 
the national average. This means 
that the firms did better in the 
1962-65 period than in the post- 
escalation years.” 


o 


Lundborg admitted that indivi- 
dual firms which supply materials 
and services to the military have 
made profits, but injected that his 
figures “cast serious doubt on the 
extravagant claims we have heard 
about war profiteering.” 

He summed up by saying, ‘‘ 
think from al! this it is obvious 
that Vietnam is a negative in- 
fluence on our economy. The war 
in Vietnam distorts the American 
economy It is a major contri- 
butor to inflation — our most 
crucial domestic economic prob- 
lem. It draws off resources that 
could be put to work towards 
solving imperative problems fac- 
ing this nation at home. And 
despite the protestations of the 
new left io the contrary, the fact 
is that an end to the war would 
be good, not bad, for American 
business.”” 
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Student aid center handles 
scholarship applications 


Those students who are con- 
cerned with their financial state 
and wondering where the money 
for next semester’s tuition will 
come from may find a solution at 
the Student Aid Center, inthe form 
of a scholarship. 

The Sacramento State Coliege 
Student Aid Center, which provides 
financial counseling and assistance 
to SSC students through short-term 
loans, fellowships, economic op- 
portunity grants, nursing, student 
loans, public health trainee ship 
grants, and the college work-study 
also has the task of organizing 
and distributing the scholarships 
donated to SSC, 

“Handling scholarships could 
be a full time job,’’ remarks 
Peggy Garteiz, secretary to Dr. 
Sidney Inglis, head of the Student 
Aid Center. ‘I came here th °%e 
months ago and the scholarships 
had to be rearranged, the donors 
written to and u. scholarship 
requirements put up to date, Some- 
times I work on my own time to 
get these things done."’ 

Inglis explains that the amount 
of scholar ships are dwindling, He 
says, ‘Strangely enough the donors 
are reluctant to give money to 
state colleges. Instead they give 


the money directly to individuals 
or sometimes they don’t have the 
money to give. We could use a full 
time staff person to head an active 
recruiting effort to get more 
donurs, Whenever I speak to 
groups I suggest that a good way 
to help SSC would be in a scholar- 
ship donation.’’ 

There is no central place 
on campus for students to 
cume and see a complete list of 
scholarships available. Each de- 
partment handles their own 
scholarships and unti) recently no 
effort had been made to get the 
scholarships together. 

**] sent out letters to each de- 
partment and asked them for alist 
of their scholarships in an effort 
to get at least one complete list 
of all the scholarships at SSC, 
says Mrs. Garteiz, ‘‘but, I only 
received two responses.” 

The departmem scholarships 
are awarded to the students who 
show promise within that depart- 
ment while the Financial Aids 
Office awards scholarships on the 
basis of financial needs and grade 
point average. Students may apply 
for a variety of scholarships rang- 
ing from $25 to $500 in the Student 
Aid Center this semester.
